Keeping the Crowd Back from the Chi- 


cago Jail—Licking County Boy ' 


Last of Triu to Die. 


Chicago .April 22— The three

Vandina were hanged here today In 
the order named. Eight murders were 
committed by the youthful despera- 
does and Niedermeier declared that he 
liad killed five.oth.er men whose names 
he did nokkribw.

He was dead in ^ six min- 


utes. 


VandiBgj^, whose family formerl 


lived in lacking county, Ohio, went- 
through the trap at 11:15. He was 
game to the end. 


At 10 o'clock Jailar Whitman noti- 


fied the condemned men to get ready 
for the end. He announced that they 
would be hanged separately, and 
in the following order: 
Niedermeier, 


Marx and Vandine. The white dom- 
inoes were placed 
on chairs on the 


scaffold, the 
nooses were 
adjusted. 


Chief Deputy Peters ordered the jury 
of physicians to take seats in front of 
the gallows. He instructed them how 
to conduct themselves in examining 
the bodies to see if life was extinct. 


Delay was caused by Niedermeier's 


refusal to permit the guards to escort 
him to the scaffold. He was carried 
through ihe long corridor. A thousand 
prisoners .signalled the hour of execu- 
tion by shouting "hats off." A shout 
warned those in the execution chamber 


of the approach, of the condemned man. 
Guards and victim suddenly appeared 
from under the ceiling of the second 
tier of cells. Niedermeier was pale 
and trembling. The smile that was his 
facial characteristic seemed grimly out 
of place. The doomed man was qulck- 
'y pushed into an upright postion oa 
the drop. Jailer -Whitman strapped his 
arms and legs as a farther precaution 
Th<? bandit's weakened condition made 
these preparations seem unnecessary, 
but his desperate nattire excused the 
lailer's care 
T/ith 
deft hands the 


•laiifer threw the white domino over the 
man's shoulders. Next be adjusted the 
noose, slipping the knot under his ear. 
Without waiting an instant, the jailer 
stepped back and' the drop fell. Con- 
vulsive movements of the '>ody en- 
sued. 
The physicians present an- 


nounced that death was apparently 
from strangulation. 
Niederaeicr. re- 


fused to stand and was placed in a 
chair. The chair fell with the ooGy. 
The drop fell at 10:58. For six mln- 
ntes the body writhed and twisted. The 
doctors gathered around it an£ felt On? 
pulse.

The fingers of the doctors felt; a 


strong pulse on the wrist of the stran- 
gling man for fully five minutes.- The 
beats then became \yeaker and more 
irregular momentarily, 
until they 


ceased in. about nine minutes. Alter 
that ther« were occasional nutters 
that were barely perceptible until life 
was extinct. 
/ 


Niedermeier died refusing to be con- 


verted to the church. He remained so 
stubborn in his convictions that 
the 


priests gave up in despair. Hs was-tpb 
weak to Coffer much resistance and 
could not sit alone in the.chair on the 
scaffold. He held his head erect to en- 
able the jailer to place the noose. Then 
his head fell limply on his breast. 


The body was cut down at 10:55. 


The jail physician said the neck was 
broken at tlhe third cervict.l vertebrae. 


He was not asked the customary 


questions. 


Despite his weakness the condemned, 


man made his toilet, carefully resting 
•alter the exertion of donning each gar- 
ment. 


On leaving his cell Niedermeier saw 


several men watching him. He said- 
'Why don't you get those rubbernecks 
out of here;?" 


Niedermeier 
slept until 8:20 •this 


morning. Jailer Whitman anticipated 
the unpleasant task of having to wake 
the condemned man to inform him to 
prepare for execution. As the jailer 
stool by the sleeping bandit undecided 
what to do, Niedermeier stirred, rolled 
on his back and opened his eyes, star- 
ing in the jailer's face. An instantane- 
ous look of defiance and hatred filled 
the bandit's eyes. 


"\VeH?" he growled. 
"It's nearly 9 o'clock, Pete. How do 


you feel?""the ;ailer said. 


Niedermeier rose and turned Ms 


back to his executioner without mak- 
ing a reply. Whitman repeated tn.e 
question and Niedermeier 
sullenly 


moved away from turn. 


"Is there anything you want, Pete?" 


asked the jailer. 


"Yes—to be let alone." 


. .Niedermeier's guards whgjspent the 
lasF night with him, one lying on Ms 
bed to guard against attempts to tear 
open the artery he opened in an at- 
tempt! to commit suicide, another by 
his right arm and a third by Ms left 
arm to seize Mm in case of violence 
either against himself 
or others, re- 


specting the bandit's request, began 
to gather Ms effects and otherwise 
prepare for Ms leav« taking. Nieder- 
meier assisted them. He picked up a 
prayer book that had been left by a 
priest and tossed it aside with an im- 
patient gesture. He opened another 
book, read a paragraph and threw tnat 
aside. His breakfast consisting of 
berries, cream and vegetables; was 
served, and he ate in silence, 


Marx was the next to die. He walked 


to the gallows and was dead in six min- 
utes after the drop fell. 


Vandins walked to the scaffold un- 


aided. The drop fell at 11:15. He died 
as he had lived, game to the end. 


The bodies of the murderers will be 


on exMbition at a local undertaker's 
shop through Monday. A small admis- 
sion fee will be charged to help their 
iamilies who are destitute. 


Neidermeyer. the leader, Vandine 


and Marx, the ether car bam bandits, 
who are known to have committed 
eight murders and countless robberies, 
l.aid the penalty on the gallows today. 
In all the annals -of crime, "it is hard 
to match this trio for total absence 
of moral sense. Though 
beardless 


boys, they proved themselves soulless 
and iHttiless monsters. 


Keidermeyer was guards ciis^y 


all night in order to prevent any fur- 
ther attempt at suicide. 


He ate a sparing breakfast of straw- 


berries and vegetables.

Vandine's sweetheart, arrived at the 
Sail doors early and was admitted lo 
tfce office.

Hanover, O., Apri} 22—Mrs. Jane

mitted suicide by hanging herself IMs 
morning at her home about five miles 
northeast of this Licking county vil- 
lage.

News of the suicide reached New- 


ark at 12.30 p. m., and in thirty min- 
utes James Mills' automobile driven by 
Mr. Mills carried Coroner C. F. Legge 
and an Advocate reporter to the scene 
of the tragedy.

square at Newark about 1 o'clock and 
in 23 minutes reached Hanover. The 
trip from this village to the Walcott 
home was slower as the roacls were in 
poor condition.

Walcott arose at me usual time 


this morning and soon her husband lelt

for Frazeysburg for a load of coai. 


Mrs. 
Walcott remarked to her daugh- 


ter that she "could no longer stand tae 
disgrace," but little was thought of the 
lemark, and Mrs. Walcott went into, 
another room to write a'letter. Later 
she was unable to find her mother and 
in searching for her went to the barn 
where she found 
her hanging dead. 


Mrs. "Welcctt had used a 3-4 inch rope. 


It seems that Mr. Walcott drove tiie 


two women away from home last we&K 
and they came to Newark ana remam- 
jadTwith Mrs. Walcott's daughter, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Moran of Cedar street, until 
Wednesday of this week, when they re- 
turned home.
